Dean Ernest Albert Howes, Dean of the Faculty of 


Agriculture died in Edmonton, on February 9, 1940. He 
was born at Henry, Ontario, on March 21, 1872.

Dean Howes was an out- 
standing authority and a most successful teacher in his 
field. He was an enthusiastic supporter of all campus 
athletics and especially boxing. He was loved by faculty 


members and students alike.

Registration day of Setember, 1936, was much like any other fall day to everyone except us, 
the Class of 1940. Probably we were as timid and nervously eager as any former group. With envy 
we watched the complacency of the upper classmen. During the first term we all endeavored to adjust 
ourselyes to life in this strange new community in which we found ourselves. 


A historian according to the dictionary is a writer of history, especially in the higher sense as 
opposed to a mere annalist. With so little perspective it is difficult to create a history in this “higher 
sense”, which can adequately depict these four event-packed years. Fortunately the panorama of happen- 
ings in and about the University during that time need not be touched up by interpretive description. 
The facts alone succeed where the imaginative historian would fail. 


By Christmas time we felt as much at home as the Seniors appeared to be. Our class elections 
completed, Professor Healy consented to be our Honorary President. Our associations with him have 
been most pleasant. We hope that he has experienced enjoyment during his fellowship with us. Although 
he was absent in France during the Junior term, Dr. Hardy very kindly took over his duties. It becomes 
us here to express our deep appreciation to them both. 


The term of 1936 proved to be a momentous one. Our highly esteemed Dr. Wallace left for 
another post. But the University, in appointing Dr. Kerr as his successor put the guidance of our insti- 
tution into very capable hands. Lord Tweedsmuir, Stephen Leacock and Sir Fredrick Banting entered our 
portals to give us glimpses of the outside world. 


Our Sophomore year ushered in the Third Decade of the University. The resignation of Dr. 
Alexander, one of our most popular lecturers, was accepted with regret. The Meds. and Engineers must 
have known that their battle was to be their last. Athough the outcome was undecided the sight was 
wonderful to behold. Our play “The Happy Journey” brought honor to the University in the proyin- 
cial competition. The Halpenny Cup for hockey was secured for us by a team which was to restore the 
prestige of University of Alberta hockey. 


Beginning with our junior term Dr. G. M. Smith became our Dean of Arts. Our men athletes 
secured the Gairns and Harcourt trophies. The shelving of Women’s Hockey and the Prom. scandal fur- 
nished conVersation and good copy for the Gateway. It was with great regret that we heard of the passing 
of Dr. Stover the Honorary President of the class of 734. 


Our Senior term has left deeply channelled impressions upon us. The first faint repercussions of 
the new war have acquainted us with the sterner realities of life with greater impact than would have the 
normal course of events. A few of our classmates were called up to service. Early in the spring a friend 
of the students and a true scholar, Dean Howes, passed away. Shortly afterwards Canada’s Lord Tweeds- 
muir died. University life had lost two of its most distinguished figures. 


On this the eve of the biggest event of our lives to date, graduation, it is our hope that a few 
of us, at least, will not drop into obscurity. In any case none of us leave our Alma Mater unchanged. We 
are taking with us into the world our newly formulated opinions. No doubt many of them will not stay 
with us. But at least we now have definite convictions which have come through a process of abstraction 
from finite impressions.

University of Alberta Contingent C.O.1.C. 


SUMMARY OF TRAINING 


The 1939-1940 Training season of the Alberta Contingent of the C.O.T.C. opened 
with Canada engaged in a World War. Immediately there was a rush to enrol in the unit. On 
the first day of registration the Orderly Room was besieged with Freshmen, Senior Students, 
and many Graduates, desiring to enrol. Within a few days the strength of the unit was over 
seven hundred, the greatest number ever to enrol in the Unit’s history. 

The problem of organizing training for such a large number was a tremendous one. 
Two vital changes in the personnel of the unit made this even more difficult. At the con- 
clusion of the 1939 training season, Lieut.-Col. E. H. Strickland, who had led the unit so 
successfully as its commanding officer for five years reached the end of his term of command, 
and Major P. S. Warren, who was second-in-command, became the new Commanding Officer,

and was promoted to the rank of Lieut.-Colonel. In addition to this change, Q.M.S.I., J. O. R. Evans, 
M.C., P.P.C.L.I., who, for over a decade had been Instructor-in-chief with the unit, and had been in- 
strumental in building it up to the position of the leading contingent of its kind in the Dominion, was 
transferred to his Regimental Headquarters in Winnipeg. (After the outbreak of War, Evans was ap- 
pointed to a commission in his regiment.) The place of Q.M.S.I. Evans was taken by Q.M.S.I., M. D. 
Robertson, formerly with the University of Manitoba C.O.T.C., who in a short time, under the capable 
direction of the new commanding officer had the organization of the unit well in hand in spite of the 
war conditions. 


The unit was divided this year into three main groups. “A” Group was composed entirely of 
Freshmen who were required to take two years to complete their Lieutenant’s qualification. “B” 
group comprised other undergraduates and persons who had previous C.O.T.C. training who were 
allowed to write off their qualification in one year. “C”? Group consisted of Graduates of recognized 
Universities, who trained at Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, as part of the Alize:

Soon, the unit was well advanced in fall training, using the ground in front of the residénce 
buildings and the Varsity Rink, for drilling. During this early period, a visit was received from the then 
District Officer Commanding, Brigadier G. R. Pearkes, V.C.; D.S.O., M.C., of Calgary, (now in command 
of the 2nd Infantry Brigade, 1st Division, C.A.S.F.), who expressed satisfaction at the excellent progress 
being made. 


For the purpose of co-ordinating and directing training, Capt. H. J. Towerton and Capt. L. C. 
Smith of the Edmonton Fusiliers were attached to the unit on a full time basis and rendered invaluable 
service until they both received other appointments early in January 1940. At the same time Q.M.S.I. 
Robertson was appointed to a commission in his regiment and transferred to Saskatoon. His place was 
taken by Q.M.S.I., F. W. Purkis, formerly of Regina, who ably carried on the excellent work begun by 
QM.S.I. Robertson. 


During the season C.S.M., J. V. Devlin, Sgt. A. Croft and Sgt. H. H. Purkis of the Edmonton 
Fusiliers were added to the Orderly Room staff.
